At a confirmation hearing before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
President-elect Obama’s choice for sec- 
retary of state sailed smoothly through 
an array of non-contentious questions, 
signaling the likelihood that she will 
be confirmed swiftly By the end of 
a morning session that lasted a little 
over three hours, Clinton appeared to have made no 
stumbles and encountered no challenges to her basic 
vision for foreign policy 

Clinton, who will relinquish her seat in the Senate 
when confirmed, spoke confidently of Obama’s 


intentions to renew American leader- 
ship in the world and to strengthen U.S. 
diplomacy 

“The best way to advance America’s 
interest in reducing global threats and 
seizing global opportunities is to design 
and implement global solutions,” she 
said, her daughter Chelsea seated 
behind her in the audience. 

The panel’s ranking Republican, Sen. 
Richard Lugar, praised Clinton, calling 
her “the epitome of a big leaguer.” 

But Lugar also raised questions 
about the issue of former President 
Bill Clinton’s fundraising work and its 
relation to his wife’s new post. Lugar 
said the only way for Clinton to avoid 
a potential conflict of interest due to her husband’s 
charity is to forswear any new foreign contribu- 
tions. The Indiana senator said the situation poses a 
“unique complication” that requires “great care and 
transparency”

WASHINGTON You’ve lost your job and your mortgage company is 
threatening foreclosure. Then, when it seems that things can’t get any 
worse, the tax man comes calling. What’s a person to do? 

Don’t ignore the Internal Revenue Service. 

“The most important thing for people to do even if they owe money 
is to go ahead and file that return,” says Terry Lemons, senior spokes- 
man for the IRS. 

The average refund last year was $2,429. “That’s a lot of money for 
people who are facing hardship,” he said. “We encourage people to 
take a look at their taxes, file electronically and use direct deposit.” 

Y)u can get your refund in 10 days that way, versus four weeks or 
longer if you file by mail. 

In these tough economic times, taxpayers may find that they’re due 
a larger refund than they expected. 

Fyour annual income declined because you lost a job or had other 
changes in your financial situation, your tax bill is likely to be lower 
and you could be due a larger refund. 

Yju might find yourself eligible for a broad range of credits that 
you didn’t qualify for before. For example, if you didn’t get a stimu- 
lus check last year, you might qualify now if your circumstances have 
changed. 

Fyou did get a check, you also may qualify for an additional credit 
if you added a chOd to your family in 2008.

You should ensure that 
enough taxes are withheld from these 
payments, or make estimated payments 
to avoid a big bill at tax time. Public assis- 
tance and food stamps are not taxable. 


What If I am searching for a Job? 

You may be able to deduct certain 
expenses you incur while looking 
for a new job, even if you do not get 
one. Expenses may Include travel, 
resume and outplacement agency 
fees. Moving costs for a new job 
at least 50 miles away from your 
home also may be deductible. 


What if I can’t pay my taxes? 

If you cannot pay the full amount you owe by the April deadline, file 
your return by the deadline and pay as much as you can to avoid 
penalties and interest. Contact the IRS at 1-800-829-1040 to discuss 
payment options. The agency may be able to provide a short-term 
extension, installment agreement or offer in compromise. 

In some cases, the agency may be able to waive penalties. 
However, it will not waive interest charges that accrue on unpaid

The amount of Barack Obama-related goods 
for sale is unprecedented, historians say 

No president has seen so many people sell 
so many things so shamelessly; collectors’ 
coins and plates, bath towels, bobbleheads 
and buttons— just about anything that can 
have an image applied to it. 

Some major retailers estimate the Obama 
market could hit $ioo million by the end of 
the inauguration. 

“He’s been his own economic stimulus 
package for a lot of people,” said Tony Valtes, 
founder of Tiger Eye Design, an Ohio-based 
company that supplied the Obama campaign 
with the buttons, pins and other items sold 
on its Web site. 

Tiger Eye’s total revenue is close to 
$i6 million in 2008, the company said, with 
the majority from Obama-related sales. 

Obama’s staff did not respond to calls seek- 
ing the dollar amount of goods sold by the 
campaign. 

But Chicagoan Corey Lynn and his busi- 
ness partner Michael Fay have not been 
as successful as they had hoped with their 
Barackas, maracas bearing the image of the 
president-elect’s face. 

“Everyone who ever sees them thinks, 
‘Oh, my God, that’s brilliant. You’re going 
to be a millionaire,’ ” said Lynn. “No. Not at 
all.” 

Exactly what kind of control Obama has 
over his image is a matter of state law, experts 
say 

And though some states protect anyone— 
public or private— whose rights to publicity 
have been violated, experts say it’s unlikely 
the president-elect would sue. 

“The short answer is he’s not going to 
stop it,” said Jane Ginsburg, law professor at 
Columbia University in New York. 

“Even if in theory he might have such a 
right, the likelihood of his exercising it is 
probably not great. It’s probably not worth 
the bad publicity”

GOVERNOR WILL SWEAR IN SENATORS SET TO PUT HIM ON TRIAL

SPRINGFIELD The bright hopes for a new 
political beginning that often accompany the 
inauguration of an Illinois legislature will be 
overshadowed by awkwardness Wednesday 
when Gov Blagojevich oversees the swear- 
ing-in of a Senate that will sit in judgment at 
his pending impeachment trial. 

“I think it’s going to be eerie,” Sen. Susan 
Garrett (D-Lake Forest) said Tuesday. “It’s 
like being a part of a family where you’re in a 
position to try to convict a family member— 
because we worked with him. Whether we 
liked him or didn’t like him, we’ve been with 
him for six years.” 

On Wednesday, Blagojevich is scheduled 
to make his first visit to the state Capitol 
since his Dec. 9 arrest on federal corruption 
charges. His arrest spurred the House to 
move forward with the governor’s impeach- 
ment. Conviction in a Senate trial could 
mean Blagojevich’s removal from office. 

There are several issues big and small 
surrounding Blagojevich’s participation in 
the inauguration of the Illinois Senate. The 


THE PROSECUTOR 

Prosecuting the trial on behalf of the House 
will be David Ellis, the legal counsel for 
Speaker Michael Madigan (D-Chicago) and 
the principal author of the report issued by 
an investigative panel that recommended 
Blagojevich’s impeachment. 

Ellis has written five novels, including one 
involving a character named Tony Rezko, 
though it bore no relation to Blagojevich's 
top fundraiser and adviser Antoin “Tony” 
Rezko, who was convicted on federal 
corruption charges. Ellis said there was "no 
significance” to the use of the name. 


Senate president will swear in the chief jus- 
tice of the Illinois Supreme Court, Thomas 
Fitzgerald, as presiding officer over the trial. 
The senators win be sworn in as jurors under 
oath by the Senate secretary 
At the same time, the Senate is dispens- 
ing with its honor of designating senators 
to serve as a committee to escort the gover- 
nor out of the ornate legislative chambers. 
Senate leaders plan to direct the chamber’s 
sergeant-at-arms to deliver to Blagojevich a 


summons directing him and his lawyers to 
respond to the article of impeachment filed 
by the House. 

“It’s probably more awkward for him 
than it is for us. I’m not sure he understands 
that,” said Christine Radogno (R-Lemont), 
the incoming Senate minority leader. 

A new Illinois House also will be sworn in 
Wednesday, and one of the chamber’s first 
acts will be to revote the 13-point article of 
impeachment it approved 114-1 on Friday, 
with one member voting present. The new 
vote is a technicality caused by the inaugu- 
ration of the General Assembly. 

The Senate rules for condueting the 
impeachment trial, scheduled to begin in ear- 
nest Jan. 26, will sharply limit Blagojevich’s 
ability to try to sway senators. The rules say 
a senator “should not initiate, permit or con- 
sider” discussions with Blagojevich or other 
parties regarding the trial. 

Blagojevich says he is innocent of the crim- 
inal charges. He called the House impeach- 
ment politically motivated, and said he looks 
forward to a fair hearing at the Senate trial.

The $438 landfill stink 


Like many Americans, Robert Fjeldheim Jr. 
recently lost his job and is struggling to pay 
his bills. 

But for decades, he has suffered from anoth- 
er hardship that few can understand; He has 
lived three blocks from a reeking landfill. 

This month, however, Fjeldheim was able 
to pay his gas bill and part of an outstanding 
medical bill after he and hundreds of other 
Hillside residents got $438 checks as restitu- 
tion for living close to the dump. 

The payments stem from a March 2007 
court order that the landfdl owner. Congress 


Development (a partnership between Allied 
Waste and John Sexton Sand & Gravel Corp.), 
pay a host fee to the village based on how much 
garbage was taken in. 

The village used part of the settlement to 
offset the cost of hiring experts and attorneys, 
then began sending checks. To get one, resi- 
dents must show they are Hillside homeowners 
and have paid taxes, said Village Administrator 
Russell Wajda. 

The Hillside landfdl closed in January 2008, 
six months ahead of schedule. Last month, 
workers completed a cap and gas-collection 


system composed of compacted sods and lay- 
ers of synthetic plastic to extinguish odors. 

But some residents say the odor has not been 
extinguished. Wajda said that’s because the wells 
at the landfill are being monitored periodically, 
producing ford odors for short periods of time. 

Several residents said $438 does not make 
up for the unpleasantness they’ve endured. 

Toni Noti, who has lived a block from the 
landfdl since it opened, remained skeptical 
that her encounters with the “disturbing” smell 
were over. “I’ve probably spent more money 
than that on candles,” she said.

Smells like ... burnt coffee 


The Internet has always been a place where you can 
get nosy, but here’s a new twist; ajapanese language 
MChb site (www.nioibu.com) pinpoints and describes 
smells from all over the world, mapping them using 
Google Maps. 

The site’s nearly 200 registered users —who self- 
generate the scent dispatches— have produced 
smell-o-grams from all over the globe, reporting 
on spots that smell of “steam coming out of a rice 
cooker,” “used socks in the summer,” “toasty odor 
of cow dung” and “cats with halitosis.” (These last 
two come from spots in Japan.) 

But what about our fragrant chunk of the world? 

As of Tuesday, there were just four smell reports 
out ofNorth America. The balloon over Chicago- 


near Michigan Avenue and Ontario Street— says, ‘A 
room filled with the aroma of lightly burned coffee,” 
Chris Kelly of the Japanese Information Center in 
Chicago told us. “Then it goes on to say, ‘AJl around 
the United States it smells like coffee you would get 
at offices and schools.’ ” 

In any event, the location of the bubble is 
understandable, given the number of cafes in the 
area. And perhaps bolstering that scent claim is a 
survey released this week naming Chicago one of 
the nation’s three most-caffeinated cities. 

Another Midwestern report comes from a 
student in a seven-story residential building called 
Phillips HaU at Northwest Missouri State University 
in Maryville, Mo.

plex, stubborn problem in pro sports: athletes, particularly blacks, 
have become targets for criminals, leading some of them to arm 
themselves, increasing the possibility that something bad will 
happen to them or someone else. 

The NFL and the NBA have harshly punished players involved 
in off-field incidents; Adam “Pacman” Jones, for example, was sus- 
pended for the entire 2007 season, forfeiting millions, after alleged- 
ly being involved in a shooting and fight at a Las Vegas strip club. 

“The real issue to me is when the players feel they’re unsafe, 
they shouldn’t be there ,” said NFL commissioner Roger Goodell. 
“So, get out— don’t be there. If you feel the need to have a firearm 
someplace, you’re in the wrong place.” 

But Dave Czesniuk, director of operations for Northeastern 
University’s Center for the Study of Sport in Society said Goodell’s 
comment misses the point. Most of the players in violent situa- 
tions have been young blacks, something the league ignores in its 
player education. 

“I think the huge gap lies in the makeup of players and makeup 
of management,” said Czesniuk, who specializes in the relationship 
between race and sports. “There’s a huge racial divide” between the 


NBA and the NFL leadership and the black athletes who dominate 
the leagues — and the culture some bring with them to the pros. ‘A 
lot of times they aren’t speaking the same language,” he said. 

While the majority of athletes in the NBA and the NFL avoid 
trouble, they do stand out by size alone, while their celebrity and 
high income make them appealing targets for troublemakers. 
The problem is compounded, Czesniuk said, when some athletes 
steeped in urban or hip-hop culture can’t or won’t leave the expen- 
sive cars, jewelry and oversized bankrolls behind. 

Christopher Hemy the NFLs director of player development, 
said the league is working to change those attitudes. 

“What we’re looking at is young players coming into 
the league with practically 20 years of reinforced behavior,” 
Henry said. “We’re taking them out of their communities and giv- 
ing them an opportunity that many of them have not seen before. 
With that comes a great responsibility” 

Even if a player is trying to walk the straight and narrow, “People 
know everything about these guys —who they are, how much they 
make,” Hem-y said. “It’s a challenge, there’s no question about 
that. Our job is to educate them about what they have to lose.”

Rogers Park 

Healthy: Fans of Indian go-to spot Hema’s 
Kitchen (2439 W. Devon Ave. 773-338-1627; $3 
minimum deiivery charge, $4 minimum) can 
now get deiivery service. Try one of Hema’s 
new sizziers, such as spicy, yogurt-marinated 
tandoori chicken ($9.99), or dig into hearty 
vegetarian options iike dal palak (roasted ientiis 
with spinach and iemon juice, curry and other 
spices, $9.99). 

Pig out: Neighborhood quick-serve J.B. 
Aiberto’s (1326 W. Morse Ave. 773-973- 
1700; $2.25 deiivery charge, $7 minimum) 
has deveioped a cuit foiiowing for its pizza. 
Induige in the doubie-deck pie ($9.50 for a 
10-inch cheese, $1.40 for toppings) or ciassic 
sandwiches like itaiian beef ($4.50) and haif- 
pound burgers ($6.95). 

Vice: if you order food from Morseiand (1218 
W. Morse Ave. 773-764-8900. $2 deiivery 
charge; $10 minimum), you aiso can score six- 
packs of suds (Oid Styie and Miiier High Life, $7; 
Heineken and Amstei, $10) and wine (five reds 
and five whites range from $18-$26). 


Lakeview 

Heaithy: Forgo standard wraps 
and saiads for something like 
sashimi ($2-$4) or seaweed 
saiad with ponzu sauce ($5) 
from new Japanese spot Lips 
Asian Bistro & Sushi Bar (3705

$3 deiivery charge). 

Pig out: Anyone can order 
pizza. For greasy goodness, you 
can’t beat a foot-iong hot dog 
($4.89) and a big bag of fries 
($1.99) from Murphy’s Red Hots 
(1211 W. Beimont Ave. 773-935- 
2882; $2.50 deiivery charge). 

Vice: Order food from 
Wrigieyviiie pizza joint 
Purgatory Pizza (3415 N. Ciark 
St. 773-975-6677; $3 deiivery 
charge), and you have access 
to the more than 250 botties 
of beer at adjacent Risque Cafe 
as weii. 


South Loop 

Heaithy: Skip the grease and go veggie with 
an order of baigan bharta ($10.95), tandoori- 
roasted eggpiant, and a side of ientii soup 
($4.95) at new indian and Nepaiese spot 
Chicago Curry House (899 S. Piymouth 
Court. 312-362-9999; no fee within a miie). 

Or hop on the caiorie-counting bandwagon 
and get 357 caiories of Kickin’ Thai Chicken 
($8.99 for a iarge) from UFood (823 S. State 
St. 312-922-0900; $2 deiivery charge). 

Pig out: Load up on tacos ($2.25), burritos 
($6.95) and tamaies ($2) at quick-serve spot 
Fiaco’s Tacos (725 S. Dearborn St. 312-922- 
8226; $3 deiivery charge, $10 minimum)— but 
whatever you do, don’t forget the chips and 
guacamoie ($5.95); Fiaco’s makes its own. 



Vice: Whether you’re entertaining guests 
or need a iast-minute bottie of red for a 


iate-night snuggie fest, keep the number 
for South Loop Wine Ceiiar (1442 S. Michigan Ave. 312-356-0630) close to the phone. 
There’s no delivery charge for $25-pius orders, and owner Amy Carman (pictured) wiii 
“shop on the phone” with you if you need heip deciding.

Lincoln Square 

Healthy: There’s no shortage of Thai options on 
this stretch of Western Avenue, but we’re partiai 
to Opart Thai House (4658 N. Western Ave. 773- 
989-8517; $2.50 deiivery charge). Whiie the menu’s 
mostiy heaithy, we’d suggest steering ciear of any 
of those deiicious— but fatty— curries. 

Pig out: if you crave it, chances are Stefano’s 
Home of the Stuffed Pizza (2124 W. Lawrence Ave. 
773-271-9696; $2.25 deiivery charge) deiivers it. But 
whiie we love a good meatball sandwich ($6.45), 
we’re drawn to Stefano’s stuffed-pizza specialty. Try 
the spinach ($13.85-$ 19.55). 

Vice: If you’re willing to spend 15 bucks, 
have a valid ID that says you’re 21 and live in 
Lincoln Square, you can get free delivery from 
Provenance (2312 W. Leland Ave. 773-784-2314). 

We recommend cozying up to your fireplace (or 
space heater) with a big Spanish red (there are 
several bottles around $15) and some French 
raclette ($13.99 a pound), a cheese that spreads 
nicely when warmed. 


Wicker Park 

Heaithy: Get a meatless “meatball” 
sandwich ($6.29) from vegan fast 
food spot Veggie Bite (1300 N. 
Milwaukee Ave. 773-772-2483; order at 
nightowideliveries.com) or ring up 
Skewerz (1560 N. Damen Ave. 773-276- 
9805; $2 fee) for goodies on a stick, 
including red curry-charred tofu ($1.75). 

Pig out: Milwood Pizza Burgers & More 

(1360 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-772-6000; 

$3 fee, $10 minimum) delivers what the 
name promises, including the Milwood 
Works, a pie loaded with sausage, 
pepperoni and, uh, more ($13.99-$19.99). 

Vice: You can’t go out and smoke 
anymore, so let La Casa Dei Tobacco 
(1937 W. North Ave. 773-384-5225) 
bring the goods to you. There’s a $100 
minimum, but a few limited-edition 
Padron 1926 Anniversary cigars ($22-$27) 
will get you there in a hurry. 



Hyde Park 

Healthy: Order a salad or sandwich from the always-fresh lineup at The Sit Down Cafe & Sushi 
Bar (1312 E. 53rd St. 773-324-3700; $3 delivery charge, $15 minimum). Loaded with raw veggies, 
the Old World salad ($6.95) is among the healthiest options (if you go easy on the feta and Italian 
dressing), but you can justify splurging on a caprese ($6.95) if you also order a side of edamame 
($3.50) to up your soy intake. 

Pig out: Indulge in fried chicken ($3.35-$5.99) with stick-to-your-ribs sides such as mac and cheese 
and sweet potatoes ($1.25-$3.50) at Indian-soul food hybrid Rajun Cajun (1459 E. 53rd St. 773-955- 
1145. $3 delivery charge). Or go for the eatery’s signature butter chicken, a rich dish that’s cooked, 
ironically, with tons of cream and not a lick of butter. 

Vice: You could call up Binny’s Express (1531 E. 53rd St. 773-324-5000) to bus over your booze 
(average charge $10) but the independently owned, well-loved Kimbark Liquors & Wine Shop 
(1214 E. 53rd St. 773-493-3355) also delivers your purchase of beverages or cigs. Charges start at $5, 
depending on your distance from the store.

Don’t want to haul gallons of milk on 
the bus and then up three flights of 
stairs? There’s Peapod. Don’t want to 
schlep your loads of dirty laundry in 
the middle of a snowstorm? No wor- 
ries; Drive Cleaning delivers. 

Paul Chadha, 33, doesn’t want to do 
either chore. So he has his groceries 
and dry cleaning delivered to his South 
Loop home. Working as a lawyer until 
midnight at times, he said there just 
aren’t enough hours in the day to get 
those dreaded tasks done. 

“Having somebody willing to bring 
me stuff, Pm going to use those ser- 
vices,” Chadha said. 

When it’s cold, nobody wants to 
venture outdoors to check errands off 
the to-do list. And delivery is not just 
for pizza anymore. More businesses 
are incorporating delivery to get their 
items and services to their custom- 
ers hassle-free. Services offered range 
from massages to prescriptions. 

Last fall, 10 CVS stores in the 
Loop started delivering prescrip- 
tions and up to 10 non-pharmacy 
items free to homes and businesses 
downtown, said CVS spokesman 
Mike DeAngelis. 

Deliveries extend to the bizarre: 
Teresa Frith, owner of A World Class 
Concierge Service, recalled deliver- 
ies of a princess costume for a child’s 
birthday party and an oil painting of a 
deceased pet. 

Abu don’t even have to leave your 
home for manicures, pedicures, mas- 
sages or facials. Relax & Rejuvenate 
pampers clients at home so they don’t 
have to fight traffic and find parking 
at day spas. 

“Bad weather tends to drive busi- 
ness {for us} because nobody wants to 
go out,” said Conan Owen, owner of 


Relax & Rejuvenate. 

The cost of delivering spa services 
at homes is built into the price of 
their beauty services, he said. Relax 
& Rejuvenate’s rates start at $135 for a 
50 -minute massage or facial. By com- 
parison, an hourlong Swedish massage 
costs $85 at Lincoln Park Massage 
Spa. 

When Chadha orders groceries, 
Peapod charges a delivery fee ranging 
from $9.95 for orders less than $75 to 
$6.95 for orders of more than $100. 

But there’s no delivery charge for 
Chadha to get his dry cleaning. Same 
goes for laundry at Drive Cleaning. 
To get clothes dry cleaned, it costs 
$12.45 for ^ two-piece suit and $11.95 
for a dress. By contrast, dry cleaning 
at SpinCycle Coin Laundry in Wicker 
Park is $8.75 for a two-piece suit and 
$8 for a dress. 

Customers say these special deliver- 
ies are convenient and worth it. 

“It would be one thing if we were 
paying this exorbitant fee to have 
these services done. But when you’re 
paying the same price, it’s just time 
management,” Chadha said. 

But Elizabeth Maystadt, 23, of 
Pilsen called it laziness. “It’s really not 
that huge of a hassle to go to the gro- 
cery store and buy in bulk when the 
streets are plowed and you’re bundled 
up,” she said. For those who have an 
in-home masseuse, the advertising 
production assistant questioned, “Is it 
that stressful to get in a car and drive 
there?” 

Melissa Danko, 27, said she’d like 
the delivery option for the organic dog 
food she gets from a pet boutique in 
the South Loop. It would, she said, save 
her a trip to pick up just one item. 

“It’s nicer to just have it be right 
there when you want it,” Danko said.

When Adele Adkins found out 
she had been nominated for four 
Grammys— including Record of 
the Year, Song of the Year and Best 
New Artist— the first thing she did 
was wake up her mum. 

“My phone started buzzing, and 
I was like, ‘Oh, my God, Mum, I 
think I might have been nominat- 
ed for a Grammy’ ” the 20-year-old 
Londoner recalls. 

Whether or not she wins any 
Grammys on Feb. 8, this soulful, 
up-and-coming singer-songwriter 
(of “Chasing Pavements” fame) 
already has made her mark— espe- 
cially in England, where she’s 
already won the coveted Critics’ 
Choice honor at the BRIT Awards 
and sold over half a million copies 
of her debut album, “19.” 

Success came slower for her in 
America, where she’s constantly 
compared to other British soul 
singers like Duffy and Amy 
Winehouse. But she broke 
through in October with an elec- 
trifying performance on “Saturday 
Night Live,” which— thanks to 
another of that episode’s guests, 
Sarah Palin— was seen by more 
than 17 million people. 


So, have you written your Grammy accep- 
tance speech yet? 

No, I don’t really feel the need. I’d love to 
win one, but I feel like I won anyway by 
being nominated. If I prepare. I’ll just have 
a heart attack and get really frightened. If I 
was to win one, hopefully my speech won’t 
be as bad as the BRIT Awards one. 

What was that one like? 

Well, I was drunk, and I went on {and on]. 
I hate speeches. I think they’re rubbish. 

At least you’ve had a little practice. ... Is 
“Chasing Pavements” a common figure of 
speech in England? 

It’s something I made up. {Laughs] It 
doesn’t really make sense. I ran away 
from a fight I was in with this boy— 
the boy the record’s about. And I was 
running down Oxford Street, which is 
like our Fifth Avenue. And I remember 
saying {to myself], “Who are you chasing? 
Where are you running from? There’s no 
one here— you’re just chasing the pave- 
ment.” And I was like — ding! And I went 
home and wrote it. 

It’s good that you’re not American. Over 
here it would be “Chasing Sidewalks,” 
which doesn’t sound as good. 

Yeah, but I sing that sometimes in the last 
chorus. 


Your biggest break in the U.S. was your per- 
formance on “Saturday Night Live.” Were 
you surprised at what a huge response you 
got from that one appearance? 

I was, yeah. Everyone had kind of been 
going on about how big the show was, 
especially because it was during the elec- 
tion period. And Tina Fey’s impression of 
Sarah Palin was obviously huge, and I’d 
heard about that in the U.K. But “SNL’ 
isn’t a big deal in the U.K. I didn’t really 
know that much about it. People don’t 
tell me stuff like that because I get really 
scared. It doesn’t matter whether I have 
three people watching or 15 million; I get 
just as scared. 

Did you get to meet Sarah Palin? 

I did, yeah. I tried not to, but then she 
came up to me afterwards. She was really 
nice. I’m a big Obama supporter, but she 
was really nice when I met her backstage 
and she was just saying hello and wasn’t 
talking politics. 

In America, you’re always mentioned in 
the same breath with Amy Winehouse and 
Duffy. Do you get that in England? 

In the beginning, we did. 

Do you feel like those comparisons are 
valid? 

No. I think they make us a genre because 


we’re a gender. Because we’re all girls, they 
think we’re all alike. 

To me, your record is a lot less stylized than 
“Rockferry” or “Back to Black.” 

I think my record’s really contemporary I 
think Duffy and Amy have got that retro 
thing going on. I bring maybe an essence of 
old-school-ness in my voice, because of the 
artists that I love— like, Etta James is just 
part of my DNA. But I don’t really want to 
be doing something old; I want to try and 
do something new. 

You attended the BRIT School, which has 
a pretty impressive alumni list: you, Amy 
Winehouse, Leona Lewis, Kate Nash, the 
Kooks. What’s its story? 

BRIT School is a free performing arts 
school. It’s different from a stage school. 
You don’t have to do jazz hands and musi- 
cal theater. You can if you want to, but I 
just did music on its own. 

Musical theater was an elective? Man, I was 
picturing the whole thing like a scene from 
the movie “Fame.” 

Well, you can get that. But in music, we 
were a bit snobby We were a bit like, 
“Nuh-uh! I ain’t wearing leg warmers!”

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Comic comes home

Tim Meadows made a name for himself years 
ago in Chicago’s improv comedy scene, and 
now he’s doing it again. 

Twenty-three years after arriving here 
from Detroit to pursue acometfy^ career, and 
i8 years after leaving Chicago for “Saturday 
Night Live,” Meadows is calling Chicago 
home once more. It’s a move necessitated 
by family circumstance— Meadows’ 6- and 
8 -year-old sons live with their mother here. 

His return also has brought Meadows back 
to his improvised comedy roots, the form 
that gave him lo seasons on “SNL,” film roles, 
a part on TBS’ “The Bill Engvall Show,” and 
now, a second home (he keeps a place in L.A.). 
His Sunday night iO stage show, “Uncle’s 
Brother,” with Second City Mainstage per- 
formers Joe Canale and Brad Morris, has 
performed to sold-out audiences. 

“It was like things being reconfirmed 
again,” said Meadows, perhaps best known 
for his “SNE’ character “The Ladies Man.” 
“It’s like, ‘Oh yeah, this is how I got to where 
I was and where I am.’” 

The thing about Meadows is that he never 
made a comeback. The guy never went 
away. 

In show biz, if you have success but don’t

follow it up with another hit TV show or 
movie, people in the industry assume you’re 
not relevant. 

The offers never dried up for Meadows, 
however. He starred in the film “The Ladies 
Man,” got cast on two NBC sitcoms, and 
made appearances on “The Office” and “The 
Colbert Report.” 

“It wasn’t like I didn’t work at all,” he said. 
“But nothing was making me happy Work 
wasn’t making me happy” 

Coupled with the deaths of his father and 
uncle, and his mother suffering a stroke. 
Meadows went into what he described as a 
“rough period.” This was around 2005, and 
that’s when Dave Pasquesi, an old friend 
of Meadows and current star of iO’s “TJ 
and Dave,” encouraged his pal “Timmy” to 
return to improvisation, his first love. 

By this time. Meadows was divorced, liv- 
ing in L.A. but commuting to Chicago to 


visit his sons, Isaiah and Julian. On one of 
those visits, he arrived in Chicago, saw his 
sons and realized the two boys looked differ- 
ent. They had grown. Their hair was longer 
and they had learned new words. They saw 
him and said, “Mommy ... I mean. Daddy” 

“They had to readjust to me being in anoth- 
er part of their lives,” he said. ‘And that was 
it. I just didn’t want their memory of me {to 
be] staying in hotels two weeks at a time.” 

So Meadows moved back and is now per- 
forming weekly at iO, and he’s in talks to 
do the show at the Annoyance Theatre. In 
March, he flies back to film the third season 
of “The Bill Engvall Show” He’ll flyback to 
Chicago on weekends to see his kids. 

Meadows is happy with the turns in his 
career. 

“It would have been great to not experi- 
ence a career slowdown. But there would 
have been other things that affect you in 
your comedy. If it wasn’t your career, the 
birth of your kids, turning 40, it would have 
been something else,” he said. “I take all the 
things that happened to me, and I use them 
in other ways. 

‘Accountants can’t put their anger into 
finishing a report. So I think I got the right 
gig for the type of person I am.”

Cold cases 

Harsh winds and bitter cold are making 
the headlines. Here are two serious cold 
injuries you’ll want to watch out for and 
tips from the National Athletic Trainers 
Association for how to treat them: 

» Hypothermia is a significant drop in 
core body temperature. Symptoms include 
shivering, increased blood pressure, 
impaired fine motor skills, lethargy— and 
in severe cases, impaired mental function 
and even loss of consciousness. To treat it, 
remove wet clothes and wrap up in warm 
blankets. Apply heat only to the trunk 
and other areas of heat transfer, such as 
the armpit, chest and groin. Drink warm, 
nonalcoholic fluids. 

» Frostbite is significant skin damage 
resulting from long exposure to cold. 
Symptoms include swelling, a red or gray 
appearance to the skin, stiffness and tin- 
gling or burning. To treat it, immerse 
the affected area for 15 to 30 minutes in 
a warm water bath that is no hotter than 
98.6 degrees. 

» Prevention always is the best way 
to go. If you plan to spend many hours 
outside, wear insulating clothes that don’t 
absorb sweat, take breaks to warm yourself 
and stay hydrated, avoiding alcohol. 


Quick fixes 

In winter’s gray days, the middaywork blues 
can hit hard. If you feel tired, lethargic or 
unmotivated during the day try these pick- 
me-up tips from goodelements.com: 

» Drink some green tea. Its small amount 
of caffeine will give you a boost, and its 
antioxidants will help protect you from 
chronic conditions such as heart disease 
and diabetes. 

» Take a walk to get the blood pumping to 
your heart and brain. 

» Eat a snack rich in protein, not sugar. 


»Take a moment to stand up and stretch.
